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FOUR ALLEGANY COUNTY RESIDENTS TEST POSITIVE FOR COVID-19 

CUMBERLAND, MD – The Allegany County Health Department reports that four more community 
members have tested positive for COVID-19, bringing the county’s total case count to 210.  The 
latest cases include a male in his teens and a male in his 20s, a female in her 30s, and a female in 
her 80s that has required hospitalization. 
 
The health department also reports that a Sterling Care Frostburg Village resident who had 
previously tested positive for COVID-19 has died.  This is the twenty-first fatality in Allegany 
County. 
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
